THE  ACADEMY  KITCHEN 

ENTERS  THE  SPOTLIGHT

Out  of  curiosity  and  also  as  part  of  my 
assignment,  I  recently  toured  the  heart,  or 
should  1  say  "stomach",  of  the  school  by  in- 
specting the  kitchen  and  serving  pantry. 
Thanks  lo  Mr.  Erler,  chief  dietician  and  gen- 
eral head  of  this  vast  organization,  I  learned 
many  interesting  facts  and  figures  which  are 
brought  to  your  attention  in  order  to  inform 
you  exactlv  what  goes  on  behind  the  scenes 
of  the  Governor  Dummer  restaurant. 

When  school  opens  in  September,  even  an 
eminent  crystal-ball  gazer  would  have  difficul- 
ties in  predicting  forthcoming  meals  for  the 
complete  year;  but  to  Mr.  Erler  this  prediction 
is  a  necessity,  for  all  meals  must  be  planned 
at  least  one  week  in  advance.  That  is  just 
enough  time  for  ordering  the  needed  provi- 
sions and  preparing  the  tasty  dishes.  It  takes 
quite  some  time  before  a  roast-beef  dinner 
appears  on  the  table  or  a  sizzling  steak  is 
placed  on  your  platter.  For  instance,  meat  is 
bought  in  large  quantities  and  then  kept  under 
refrigeration  in  the  school's  large  meat  locker. 
When  needed,  someone  risks  his  life  to  enter 
the  cold  chamber  and  carry  out  the  meat; 
whereupon  it  is  thawed,  butchered  in  the 
school  kitchen,  and  finally  cooked  to  per- 
fection by  master  chefs.  Bones  are  used  for 
soup,  while  excess  fat  finds  itself  in  the  fry- 
ing pan. 

Even  though  your  tastes  may  not  incline 
towards  ice  cream  ( and  if  they  don't,  you 
are  a  rare  specimen  indeed),  most  of  the 
boys  here  seem  to  appreciate  this  delicacy 
since  there  are  48  gallons  scooped  out  per 
week.  And  this  figure  is  minute  compared  to 
the  amount  of  potatoes  consumed:  for  every 
meat  and  potato  meal,  there  are  200  pounds 
of  potatoes  devoured,  totaling  but  23  tons 
a  year! 

\o  meals  are  cooked  ahead,  and  this  situ- 
ation brings  about  many  a  trving  moment, 
as  there  are  only  three  baking  ovens,  one 
frier,    and    one    range.    Thus    all    operations 


must  be  carried  on  in  a  smooth  cadence  or 
else  —  no  meal.  Also,  every  six  weeks  a 
bacteria  count  is  taken  in  the  kitchen  to  assure 
sanitary  washing  and  cooking  procedures. 
This  count  is  useful  in  determining  exactly 
how  safe  and  efficient  are  the  Academy  kitch- 
en and  dining  hall.  Governor  Dummer  has 
consistently  been  high  above  the  average  in 
sanitation.

BUS   TROUBLE   HIGHLIGHTS 

SPORTSMAN'S  SHOW    TRIP 


On  February  11.  about  fifty  boys  travelled 
with  Mr.  Pulk  and  Mr.  Stoneman  to  the 
Sportsman's  Show  in  Boston.  Mechanics  Hall 
was  crammed  to  the  roof  with  yachting,  hunt- 
ing,  and   fishing   enthusiasts    for   this    annual 


The  hall  was  filled  with  almost  four  hun- 
dred people,  most  of  whom  had  been  looking 
forward  to  this  occasion  for  some  time.  The 
pro's  were  now  ready  to  match  wits  with  the 
con's  in  the  greatest  two-hour  debate  in  New- 
bury history. 

The  inhabitants  of  Newbury  had  gathered 
at  Lang  Gym  this  February  evening  to  con- 
sider a  proposal  that  the  town  float  a  bond 
issue  to  cover  the  cost  of  erecting  a  consoli- 
dated grade  school.  The  present  plant  consists 
of  two  structures.  The  first,  called  Wood- 
bridge,  stands  near  the  pond  on  the  Newbury 
Green :  the  second,  the  Byfield  school,  situ- 
ated on  the  other  side  of  town,  is  eight  miles 
away.  Both  are  badlv  overcrowded.  A  new 
16-room  school  was  proposed  midway  between 
the  above-mentioned  buildings. 

The  bond  issue  amounted  to  $610,000.  and 
the  arguments  were  long  and  choleric  in  dis- 
cussing the  question.  A  two-thirds  majority 
was  needed  to  carry  the  issue. 

Out  of  338  votes  cast  on  the  first  ballot. 
219  were  in  favor  of  the  school,  —  four  votes 
short.  An  angrv  Newburyite.  who  had  voted 
"yes",  promptly  called  for  a  recount,  — 
again  219  in  favor.  119  against.

On  February  1  a  weird  glassed-in  cage  some 
twelve  by  thirty  feet  in  area  appeared  in  Lang 
Gymnasium,  filled  with  lizards,  snakes  of 
various  species,  and  a  variety  of  turtles.  It 
belonged  to  Roger  Shaheen.  a  Governor  Dum- 
mer  graduate  who  had  been  loaned  the  gym 
for  a  trial  exhibition  of  his  traveling  Reptil- 
Arium. 

Explaining  that  snakes  are  harmless,  bene- 
ficial, and  clean,  the  lecturer  who  accompa- 
nied the  show  proceeded  to  astound  a  rather 
large  gathering  of  spectators  bv  milking  a 
rattlesnake,  handling  a  cobra,  and  performing 
several  even  more  unusual  feats.  Combining 
an  interesting  show  with  a  fine  lecture,  the 
Reptil-Arium  is  believed  to  be  the  best  ex- 
hibit of  its  kind  in  the  Lnited  States.  It  was 
very  well  received  at  Governor  Dummer.  and 
likewise  proved  to  be  a  center  of  interest  at 
the  Sportsman's  Show  in  Boston,  where  it 
appeared  the  following  week.

Once  every  year  the  Governor  Dummer 
Senior  Council  sponsors  a  school-wide  fund- 
raising  drive  for  a  worthy  cause.

The  first  season  for  a  new  coach  is  always 
a  difficult  one,  hut  Mr.  John  Witherspoon  as 
varsity  basketball  coach  has  done  a  tremen- 
dous job  in  his  new  position.  Having  only 
three  returning  lettermen  and  facing  a  sched- 
ule of  top  teams,  Coach  Witherspoon  was 
presented  with  rather  dim  prospects  in  the 
1953  season.
